More and, more, as the war program 
progresses, is the government depend- 
ing upon women to perform the tre- 
mendously increased volume of work 
in the civil branches. The force of 
civilian ,employes in Washington, D. 
C., increased from 30.000 to approxi- 
mately 70,000 during the first year of 
our participation in the war. Of this 
increase ot 40,000 more than 25,000 
are women. 
"Women make up the in- 
crease in government offices and es- 
tablishments 
outside of Washington 


in less proportion, for the reason that 
the greatest expansion in the field has

manufacturing 


plants of the war and navy depart- 
ments, where thousands of mechanics 
and laborers arc employed in ship- 
building and in manufacturing ord- 
nance and other war material.
